Continuation of 2. NOTE: the amendment to claims 14 and claim 24 last three lines of each claim, raises new issues that would require 
further consideration and/or search by the Examiner because now both the temperature of the first or second substrate and the 
temperature/viscosity of the viscous fluid must be responded to, while previously only one of these did. Furthermore, it is unclear if the 
amendment to claim 24, last two lines, was intended to require response to "at least one of the temprature and viscosity of the viscous 
fluid (as in claim 14) or whether applicant actually Intended that both were to be considered.. 


Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments in the proposed amendment were 
directly solely to the claims as proposed to be amended. Since the amendment will not be entered, the Final Rejection stands for the 
reasons given in the Final Rejection. 
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
